The prior art does not disclose nor suggest improving the adhesion between an elastomer 
layer and an overlying fluoroplastic layer, the improvement comprising thermally insulating the 
elastomer before the fluoroplastic layer is applied to the elastomer, then heating the fluoroplastic 
layer, and then curing the elastomer. One piece of close prior art is Fauble et al (5641445), but 
'445 teaches only that the extrusion dies of its process are insulated, not that the first polymer 
layer is thermally insulated from the second layer to be applied.
